There are many excellent features in what is called (he new 


man-power bill;' which will undoubtedly be enacted into law 
with little cjelay. 
The bill was framed to'meet the govern- 


ment's requirement of a large army .to be raised and placed in 
the field iii the shortest practicable space of lime,'and at the 
same timejt is proposed to be fair and square with the men 
that wiilbe affected, and with their dependents. • 


There may yet be some slight alterations in the bill, but the. 


probability is that it will be passed essentially as it now stands. 


/It meets the approval of the highest military authorities and 
\ seems'to'be exactly what the occasion calls for. 


The age limit'will be, unless an unexpected change is made, 


from 18 to 45 years, and the draft under this provision will 
place about 13,000,000 riantes on the list and make available 
at once for military service nearly 2,500,000 men. Such a 
number, added to those already in the field or in training, wil! 
bring the American army to proportions that will mean much 
and still leave a large reserve to be drawn upon as needed. The j 
prespnt policy.of the government is to create an army large 
enough lo strike a decisive blow and to bring; the war to an 
end as speedily as. possible. 


And Ihere a^e certain features of this new draft-law that; 


must commend themselves to all. One is that men placed in I 
the deferred of/exempted class on,account of their vocations' 
will have Iq.stic'k to their jobs or be immediately inducted into 
military ser'yjce. This means that none will be able'to evade 
the "work or fight" order and thal.cyery,qualified,draftee 
1 will 


have to keep busy at some essential'employment1 or go to the 
front, which is exactly as it shouH;bel': '

Provision is made for educational opportunities for the men 


under 21 at the expense of the government following the'close 
of their service, whether they are 'volunteers or subjects of 
'the drafl, and whether they serve in (he army-or the navy. 
Such men. upon proper application within six months after 
their discharge'will be given courses,in approved educational 


' 
institutions a.n'd the governmeiit,will.fpot the bill's.^ The period 
of such study'will correspond lo the'time they serve, but shall, 
in no case exceed two years. This is a very generous pfovi-j 
sion and will be so recognized by the young men aftecled and j 
by the public. Another excellent provision is that the wives of; 
soldiers and sailors shall "not-bV debarred from taking positions; 
in the government service' because they are married women.
